Some Hints to Stamp 
Collectors. 


When you get into the tide of collec- 
ting stamps, and go at it systematical 
ly;first get a good catalogue and some 
kind of an album to put your stamps 
in. Ido not like those albums that 
have a sort of a catalogue connected 
witL them, and have na place for new 
issues, for that reason I am inclined 
to favor the so called blank stamp 
album. As auother reason of its fav- 
or with me is that youcan show your 
artistic and your inventive genius in 
urranging them, and not have some 
other fellows brain used in arranging 
your collection and that you will not 
have to paste up your whole book a- 
round the edge as I have seen in some 
of those.printed books. 

Next subseribe to a No 1 Philatelic 
Journal, and I would a'so advise you 
to get a few of the smaller onos, as I 
have gathered many ideas from them 

After you have got fairly started 
on the sea of Philately, I would ad— 
vise you to join some good Philatelic 
Society. I think the American Phil- 
atelic Association is the best, and the 
benefits that you will derive from this 
society will be numerous: such as ex- 
changing your duplicates and getting 
new issues at their face value, also, 
it serves as a reference in buying from 
dealers, Now in using the Exchange 
Department, do not get provoked if 
you do not get returns from your 
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rascal and dear knows what not. You 
must bearin mine that he has almost 
1000 members to attend to. but if 
you will write a letter to him and en- 
lclose a stamp for reply and he will 
gladly tell you the reason‘of the delay 
‘and both you and him will feel better 
or it 
If you are exchanging yourself, I 
| would advise you not to send sheets 
to foreign countries without knowing 
the person that you are going to send 
them too, or else that he gives you 
satisfactory reference, for the simple 
reason that some of these fellows have 
short memory and forget very easy 
Vhen you ‘wish to buy stamps 
select some dealer that has a reputa- 
tion or that you have some acquaint- 
ance with, as I bave seen in some 
Philatelic paper not long ago, ‘‘Do 
| not send to a dealer that offers a 
| $2.00 worth of stamps for 15c for if 
you do you will most likely be sorry” 
|I know of a simular case where a 
certain so called Stamp Co., sent toa 
dealer who is also a publisher of a 
Philatelic paper, an ‘ad’ for his paper 
in which was that he would send an 
8c blue Register stamp of Canada for 
5c, he also had some other bargains 
just as great. The publisher after 
having written to the Co. and getting 
no reply. he began to make inquiries 
but found no one that knew of such 
a Co, The publisher did not insert 
the ‘ad’ asno money was sent. I think 
that editor ought to give that gentie- 
man or gentlemen a free ‘ad’ as I 
just learned this by accident.

In looking over some old papers a 
few weeks age, I unexpectedly run 
upon a U.S, 50c Lease impertorated 
which Iyalue quite highly. Mr. Lb. 
Sterling has done more for collectors 
of U. S, Revenues than any other col- 
lector or dealer who ever lived. 

His lists of perforations, shades, 
surcharges, oddities, ete., are the 
nearest perfect and complete of au) 
ever published. I do not say this. to 
udvertise Mr Sterling, but I believe 
in true meri:s having a just reward 
Fiom his large Revenue Catalogue 
I gained much of my knowledge oi 
U.S. revenue stamps. 

To have a little talk about the 
question, Are. U. S. postage iarer 
than U. S. revenues. 1 would very 
much like to hauye some prominent 
writer give his ideas. | 

When I speak of rare stamps 1 
mean rare ones worth $1,(0 each ana 
over, this to be determined by acual 
prices realized at private or auction 
sales. 

You may take a 6c Proprietary Ist 
issue of documents for an example. I 
haye often noticed this stamp fetches 
as much oreven more than its cata- 
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logue value at auction. Now can you 
find many U. 8S. postage general issue 
that will sell for more than its catalo- 
gue value. 

Another question. Are there rarer 
U. S. postage stamps than U. S. rev- 
enues? My opinion is there is not. 
For instance look at what a 4c 
Thomas Wilson medicine stamp is 
worth or some of the match stamps. 


But of course you you can find 
rarer U.S. Local stamps such as 
Brattleboro and severals others. 

Another question. Which has the 
most chances of being distroyed, U. 
S. postage or Revenue stamps? 

A postage stamp on an envelope is 
quite apt to be layed away and never 
touched again for many years Not so 
with revenues on documents such as 
mortgages, notes, ete, ete. These are 
very apt to be distroyed when the 
note or mortgage ix paid, and those 
on match boxes are soon lost as a 
match box when emptied is of small 
consequence The same can _ be 
said of medicine bottles, But there 
are stilla great many medicine stamps 
yet to be found in drug stores which 
can be procured for a small amount. 


You can exchange these for others 
and in ashort time you will be pleased 
to see what a fine collection you pos- 
sess of U.S. Revenues. 

I think as much can be written 
nbout revenues as about postage 
which will be of much value to col- 
ectors. 

When ooking over a lot of match 
and medicine stampa, I often recall 
many childhood pleasures, such as 
the Rushes’ beautiful almanacs when 
looking at the 1c A. H. Flanders, 
Greens’ fine almanacs and calenders. 
Those curious porus plasters. The re- 
sponcibility of being an agent for 
Moores’ Throat and Lung Lozenges 
which us boys use to eat with great 
relish. And then those parlor matches 
that use to scare the girls so. 

These rememberences all make

the U. 8. revenues the most dearest 
and highest prized of any stanips I 
possess. 

In speaking of varieties 1 did not 
mention, old, pink, silk and water- 
marked paper, 

For a collector of means, the U. S. 
stamps present a very large and 
magnificent scope, Don’t give the 
Revenues a cold shoulder any longer 
but goin for a collection. You will 
never regret it for a collection once 
started is seldom neglected. 

Any collector who are still of the 
opinion that they don’t want U.S.

tising, as the letter was simply de- 
signed to let the reader understand 
that he was a cheap dealer. had a 
large stock of stamps. had been in 
business a Jong while, etc. Nearly 
every publisher who received a copy 
(duplicate) of this letter, published 
it, seeming to be glad of the notice 
taken of them by such an influential 
dealer. Many of them gave him an 
editoriol besides publishing the letter | 
This dealer frequently writes to var- | 
ious phiiatelic papers with accounts 
of his rare finds, oddities that he 
has run across. Publishers seem to be 
glad to have the honor of receiving! 


glad of course to have his name par- 
aded before the collectors eyes- ‘This 
is infamous. Collectors, patronize 
those dealers who advertise and pay 
for their advertising, thus helping to 
support our philatelic journals with- 
out which, Philately would soon bea 
thing of the past. 

Nearly all collectors know that the 
Prince Edward Island stamps were 
sold in 1874 to a speculator, although 
the particulars 2re known by but few. 
They were on hand, remainders, to 
the face value of $ 90861.00 which 
were sold En Bloc tor $1100.00, the 
speculator realized a handsome pro- 
fit by their gradual sale to wholesale 
dealers. 

While nearly all U. S. stamps have 
greatly increased in value in the. last 
10 yeurs, it is a Yemarkable fact that 
the War department stamps have 
greatly decreased in value. 

W bat will be the subscription rates 
of our philatelic papers in a couple 
years 1f this decrease in prices keeps 
on.

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Some Pleasures 
of Stamp Collecting 


We have heard a great deai about 
the hobby of stamp collecting: every

Theu again, a collector will get a 
knowledge of the various languages 
of the countries as according to the 
inscriptions that are printed on their 
stamps, itis limited you will say, well 
I acknowledge it is limited. but still 
it will excite further study in persons

We have also pictures on many of 
the stamps such as landscapes, as the 
voleanos on the stamps of Bolivia and 
Salvador, and in both of those count- 
ries these can be found; also on ohters 
there is a representation of their flag 
as ii Switzerland, and thereby enab- 
ling us to familiarize ourseiver with 
with the appearance of these countries 
emblems, that when you see them, 
we can recognize them and pay them 
due respect.

The Hobby. 


As yon had a piece in your paper 
recently refering to the subject of 


this thesis, I will endeavor to give 


the readers of your paper the idea | 


that | think was meant by “hobby” in 
that piece. 


Nearly every colle tor that com- 


men-es collecting stamps, starts in 
with it as a sort of a hobby, he will 
huntar own | among all the old letters 
papers, ete,, to see if he could uot 
find some stamps that he did not 
have in his collection, and will buy 
of any dealer that advertise high 
priced stamps for little money. but 
they seon get out of this, But other 
times it runs into the “Craze”. Now 
what I mean by craze is when these 
persons become 80 infatuated that 
thev, like, several letter carriers, mail 
acents and numerous collectors that 
we have among us. The former takes 
rare stam s from off letters that pass 
through their hands and the other 
forget to return approval sheets that 
are sent to them, or abstract rare 
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stamps from other peoples collection 
when they are:being entertained by 
being sbown them. This is a very 
mean stage to get into, and often 
these people land in the penitentary 
or other very unpleasant place of 
residence, but the petty thieves of 
collectors is often that small that they 
can continue to carry on their ill . 
practice without have any punish- 
ment, deait out to them. 

Another thing, [know of a collec- 
tor who when he commenced to col- 
lect took allof the 1p red of England 
and every one that he received with 
ditferent let'ers in the corners, he 
put into his book until he had a 
young collection of that one variety 
only. But afterwhile he seen the er- 
rors of his ways and be took them out 
but he commenced with it as a Hobby 

Iknew of another collector who 
bought several collections and took 
fhe duplicates and exchanged them 
for mere nominal amounts and most 
of thes were rare stamps. The way 
this came to happen was that he 
did ,uot Want to spend 25¢ for a 
catalogue, and solike the old adagehe 
“saved at the spigot and left run out 
of the bung hole,” 

Another strange thing about col— 
lectors that collect as a hobby or get 
into the craze. it very scon dies out 
as the last collector I spoke about. I 
very often see him, but I very’seldom 
bear him a word from him in reference 
to stamps and before he could not 
talk enough aboot stamps, I know to 
have sold that person often as much as 
$5.00 worth of stamp at a setting, and 
| his folks were not well off. But as a 
‘dealer that did not make any differ- 

ence to me, but for all I do notlike to 
‘see a collector pick up sarities then 

put them in an expensive album and 

then lay them away. Itis a good thing 

to do for business, as_ these’ stamps 

will become rarer in time and then he 

or some of his desendents can sell 
them to some good advantage.

It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent every day that collections do 
not make Philatelists, or in other 
words, the size of a collectors collect- 
1on does not go to prove his knowl- 
edge of philatelic subjects 

Through my efforts, a friend of 
mine began to collect recently and I 
dropped in the other day to note his 
progress. Not many bew specimens 
had been added since I last saw it 
aud I began to wonder where he had 
spent bis time and money, At last I 
ventured to inquire and he told me 
he was making stamp collecting a 
speculation, He then brought down 
from a sbelf box after box filled with 
stamps, every variety being placed 
by itself. 

He told me that every stamp he 
came accross that had been issued 
before the year 1870 he saved. It did 
not matter uf be bad :000 or more 
just like them, it was thrown in with 
the 1est.and preserved. Under no cir- 
cumstances did he ever dispose oi 
any of these preserved specimens. no 
matter if he was offered a good cash 
cr exchange price. 

[ laughed at him and ridiculed him 
quite a while and told him what a 
jolly it .was to preserve stamps in 
quantities, just be cause they were is- 
sued before 1870, some of which can 
be purchased for 40c per 100 and less 
But be was “loaded” and I found it 
poor work to contradict any of his 
statements, as upon investigation I 
found he was right,

The stamps that have been issued 
before 1870 are the ones which dou- 
ble and triple in price nght before 
ones eyes aud no better investment 
can be made than to lay in a good 
‘stock’ of the 1860's and ete. 

My friend made no distinction of 
countries but any at all whose earlier 
issues of stamps are procurable were 
collected. He never sold ar exchanged 
a stamp issued before 1870 and he 
kept it whether used or unused, 

He showed me thousands upon 
thousands of 1851-57 U.S. which he 
would not sell for any price and he 
owned many thousands of foreign 
which he would not sell if double cat- 
alogue value were offered him. Many 
European countries issued stanps be- 
fore i870 and the majority of them 
can be lLought at reasonuble rates, 
while 10 years from now they will be 
worth double or triple their present 
value. | advise collectors to procure 
the early issues of all European coun- 
ties, particularly Bavaria, Belgium 
and France. It will prove a profitable 
investment. 

He showed me astamp of an Eu- 
1opean country, 1853 issue, last year 
catalogued at 5c and this year cata- 
logued at 15c. 

It is doubtful if the collectois now 

collecting will ever live to see the 
price of stamps issued by countries 
since 1870 advance much, therefore 
the hope of the American philatelist 
is in those issued previous to 1870, 
and for these every effort should be 
put forth.

could he not be a dealer geting all the 
profit instead of getting a small per 


cent. as he thought on his salés,’so he}. 


cent off for some wholesale catalog ues 
and in the course of time receives 
them; then he sends for sucha stock 
of stamps that his limited means will 
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approve of and then prepares to have 
a great rush to dispose of these stamps 
Well he sold some of them, he ex- 
changed the most ofthem, and among 
other things-he has, is a scroll ‘saw 
that he never used and does not know 
what ever possessed him to want. it. 
So le has settled down for a time 
at least and has had enough of the 
dealers business and our collector re- 
lapses. in oblivion until he has further 
adventures on awaking which will be 
chronicled in our next article,

orwarded at once. 

The queerest thing about these let- 
ters is that they all came from the 
same state and three were received 
from the same city.. When these let- 
ters first began to arrive I answered 
Ly postal card, stating that if they 
would forward the amount of postage 
required on the article, it would be 
sent. But the letters came all the 
more and the amount of postage was 
al ways forth coming. 


The letters kept increasing until I 
had received twenty-three from the| 
same town and then | was satisfied it| 


was a dodge to get goods for merely 
nothing. All the letters were worded 
differently and stating they had seen 
my ‘ad’ in certain papers and bad 
heard of a packet was offe ng, 
which they hadeent for but never re- 


ceived. Here is one:—

I visited six of the largest dealers 
in Chicago and they all complained 
that they had received similar letters, 
The matter was at once investigated 
and the ‘23 Philatelists’ proved to be 
five school boys who took this meth- 
od of adding to their co.) ctions. Itis 
said they receive hundieds of dollars 
worth of stamps every year free by 
this method, Oue of the five has a col- 
lection of over 12,000 and which con- 
tains many rarities. The charge of 
using the mails for fraudulent per- 
poses was used against them, but, on 
account of their extreme youth they 
were discharged after a severe lec: 


iture. The eldest youth was 14 ) ears 


of age and the youngest 11. 

N. B. Since writing the above, 
information has come to me of simi- 
Jar methods being used by collectors 
in Massachusetts and other states. 
There is no doubt but what many 
stamp dealers all over the United 


'States have been taken in by there 
| rascals, If dealers would write up and 
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expose these frauds that come under 
their notice, many of these rogues 
would be forced to stop their busi- 
ness.

The person under consideration in 
this article is a very interesting study. 
He has gone throught ail of the sta- 
ges of the advance of a colloctor, and 
at some time in his Philatelic Lite 
has been confronted by the numerous 
stamps, he would have to collect to 
obtain a complete collection of all 
the stamps.that were ever issued, by 
any and all countries; so he desides 
to make a specialty of a certain coun- 
try or countries, consequently wé 
have the Specialist of U. S. stamps, 
who collect exclusively stamps of 
that country. Another who collects 
’ only unused stamps, who, in my o- 
pinion has no right to be termed a 
Philatelist, as he is not a true Phil- 
atelist. I would like to ask what are 
unused stamps? The answer from an 
intelligent person would be, certain 
pieces of paper with proper inscrip- 
tion bearing various values for the 
purpose of insuring the conveyance 
of matter through the medium of the 
mails, to its destination where ever 
that may be. Philatelists are suppos- 
ed not only to collect stamps for 
their value and because they are 
some like which exactly he has notin 
his collection, but he wishes to study 
them, and he wish stamps that are 
used, having fulfilled their purpose, 
and so, are on a much higher plane 
in my mind than those from which 


we are to expect that they would con- 


vey letters, but have not done so. 


li you inform the last mentioned 
variety of specialist of the foregoing 
facts as Ihave stated them, he will 
not coutradict you, but will offer this 
excuse, that a collection of unused 
stamps looks much cleaner than a 
collection of used ones, which may 
be true but still an old article of any 
kind will not look as well as one 
fresh from the Lands of the maker, 
yet it is the more valuable for its 
history as much as for its accomplish- 
ed mission. Show me a man who has 
not accomplished anything in this 
world and he dies, who will remem- 
ber him? No one at all in very many 
cases, 

Then we have a specialist who 
collects only from countries of North 
and South America, and whose field 
is a rather wide one, but as he dums 
himself a specialist we will have to 
consider him n this class. 

We are also acquainted with an- 
other speciallst who makes a special- 
ty of stamps of the West Indies, but 
he thinks and collects in a very cred- 
itable manner, thatis he collects 
stamps from all countries but gives 
his own country the preference, in 
which naturally takes more interest 
than he does in any other countries. 

; Which of us, United States collectors 

; would not rather have a U. S. stamp 
that is notin our collection than that 
of any other country, I do not think 
there are many who would prefer the 
other countrys’ product to'that pro- 
duced in our own country. 

There are also in our lines, speci- 
alists of many otber kinds, but who 
we are all acquainted with and so I 
will not treat of them here as I have 
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not the space alotted to me to do s0 
even if 1 so wished. 

The specia'ist I have the most re- 
spect for | but I must say that I do 
not think any of the ‘exclusive variety’ 
are true Philatelists. } is the collector 
of exclusively cancelled stamps of 
all countries, and, using @ speciality 
in this lineis the one of the varieties 
under consideration to be most com- 
mended.

One of the greatest difficulties for 
counterfeiters is the exact immitation 
of a whole stamp in ai/ its parts. The 
most dangerous reproductions in this 
respect are probably those made by 
photo-lithography. However, there is 
one circumstance that makes the de- 
tection comparatively easy, and that 
is; The size of the bogus stamp is: 
rarely the same as that of the original, | 
may the difference be ever so small, ! 

Those produced by simple litho- 
graphy may have the exact size as the 
original, bot they are Jess clear and 
distinct. 

Very difficult are the imitations of 
embo- sings and watermarks. The lat-! 
er are either left away entirely or 
imitated by marking with oil or 


smooth or of a different form than 
those of the original, or the size of the 
whole stamp or the relative size of 
parts are not correct, or the perfora- 
tions do not show the same number 
as in the original. Another important 
point is the quality and finish of the — 
paper used. 

In cases where used stamps are 
higher in price than the unused, the 
cancellation is imitated; in some cases 
parts of a stamp are altered by the 
use of acids or other means ef erasure 
or the color is changad by chemicals, 
In the latter case, however, the pa- 
per is: enerally effected. Wherever 
the perforation is bogus, the size be- 
comes to small, and where the per- 
{oration has been cutoff the same is 
true. Imitations of stamps that have 
silk threads in the paper, rarely have 
the same or they are of a different 
color. 

Remembering the above, we shall 
be able to guard our collections a- 
gainsta great many imposters. Yet 
nll examinations should be made by 
means of a strong lens, for the naked 
eye is seldom powerful enough to 
d«tect deficiencies. And after all it 
would be a good thing if some expert 
would establish an examination bu- 
reau as other countries have them. 

We shall finally give a few hints 
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regarding the finding of watermarks, 
as they are sometimes difficult to find. 
Some can easily be seen by holding 
them against the light; others, as 
some of Great British Colonials, New 
South Wales and South Australia, can 
best be seen by holding the stamp 
backside up in the shadow-of some 
object, Difficult to find are ihe water- 
‘mark in some of Lubeck and West 
Australia.. They ean be found by lay- 
ing the stamp face down 011 black oil- 
cloth and slighily weting them with 
water. Most all watermarks can be 
found by. laying the stamp on some 


black enameled surface and poring a 


few drops of bénzine or clear aleohol 


over the stamp, then the watermark 


will appear very clear. This can be 
done even with most of the delicate 
colors. 


The greatest difficulty in finding 


the watermarks, will be experienced 


with the old unperforated stamps of 


Russia and Norway. There is hardly 


_ any other way to find the watermark 


than by holding them at arms leneth 
against the window and looking at 
them for along while, and then the 
watermark can only be found if the 
examiner has previously studied the 
form of the watermark he looks for.

‘Oddities. . 
In U. +. Stamps. 


| By L. V. Lindsey. | 


_ Having receutly read an article ‘a- 
gainst this class of stamps, I have a, 
few remarks to make in their favor. ~~ 
_Jwould not advise any collector to 
pay fancy prices for them, but I would 
advise them to collect in U. 8. stamps 
all kinds of paper such as Old,,Silk, 
Pink and Watermarked, also sur- 
charged Document, - ‘Proprietary, 
Match and Medicine stamps, double- 
perforated postage and revenues, 
shades, rouletted, unperforated, un- 
severed pairs, etc. etc. 

Mr E. B.Sterlings’ catalogue gives 
the best list of any ever issued, but I 
often have stamps not catalogued by 
him. I could name many varieties 
-which most any advanced collector 
would discover in his own collection 
and duplicates if he would examine 
them carefully. I hardly ever look 
over a lot of U. S. revenues but that 
T discover something new and they 
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would if you looked for them. 

Several years ago I owned a lec 
1870 postage with 4 grills on back, 
one on each corner. Mr. B. A. Cott- 
low had a 90c same issue with 2 grills 
on back. 

I have said nothing about shades 
but would advise you to collect both 
shades of Due stamps, Post-Office 
Dept and War Dept. 4 shades of 
the $2.50 inland exchange, etc. etc 

I will close for this time, Will some 
other collector or dealer say a good 
word for Oddities in U. S, stamps. 


Exchange « Approval 
Sheets. 


It is customary to have all kinds 
and grades of stamps mixed on 
sheets without regard to their nation- 
ality. 

Some few dealers only arrange their 
stamps so as to have stamps of the 
same value on the same sheets only. 
This may be handy to the dealer, but 
it is not to the advantage of the col 
lector, nor to my mind to the dealer. 
The better a collector is pleased with 
a dealers sheets, the more he is apt 
to call for them and so selects from 
them. 

It would greatly facilitate the se- 
lection of stamps from sheets if every 
sheet contained stamps from one 
country only. The collector may in 
such a case open both his album and 
hand book and without turning ‘leaf 
after leaf, examine a whole sheet 
before him. 

There is also a stronger induce- 
ment to buy if one has an opportun- 
ity to complete or nearly complete a 
special set, than if he has stray spec- 
imens that he must seek places for 
al) through his book. 

By adopting the suggested method 
the dealer can also manage to send 
his patrons a greater variety by avoid- 


ing the repeated sending ofthe same’ Boa 394, 


specimens which he, by the old meth- 
od, may have on many of his sheets 

It isno doubt tiresome to every 
collector to see some of the same spec- 
imens every time he receives a sheet 
from his dealer or exchanger, and 
there is little profit for a dealer send- 
ing the same stamps to a customer 
two, three or four times and receiv- 
ing it back just so often. Then by 
the arrangement of countries a 
customer might call for just what lie 
wants most and be sure to get it, 

The writer was several times dis- 
appointed by receiving stamps from 
Austria, India, France and Great 
Britain when he had called for stamps 
from Mexico or South and Central 
America,

win by adopting ways of regularity 
und order, we invite every reader of» 
the Curtosrry Contecror to argue this 
question.
